Who has not fell the strong desire in a time of 


mental or bodily dis-ease to be oi' comfort? The hardest 
of all letters to write is the message of sympathy, for any 
words with which we try to take the measure of an- 
other's anguish are feeble when pitted against the great 
fact of the sorrow' and the loss. The real value of such 
a communication lies in the sense it imparts that here 
is some one who would gladly take over the whole of our 
trouble if he could. None born of woman is so strong 
as never to need reinforcement or to require compassion. 
Those who seem adamantine and imperturbable are of- 
ten the ones who suffer for it most. 


It lives in the nature of every true woman to want 


to help; and this is an appetite that grows by what it 
feeds on. Countless women since August, 191-1, have 
.surprised themselves by labor for others that has left 
comparatively little room for all the foolish ways in 
which "society" kills time and gradually massacres its 
devotees. All that is done to help seems to leave more 
instead of leas to do. The product of the forces of iniquity 
balks larger and larger, and the effect against the loom- 
ing mass of it all sometimes seems as forlorn as Mrs. 
Partington's mop against the broad Atlantic. 
But a 


steadfast faith holds the toilers through night-in-day to- 
their set purpose. They must to their own selves bv* 
true. Their resolution holds like truth's own battle-line 
through all beclouding fluctuations.

THE WILL TO HELP.

Who has not fell the strong desire in a time of 


mental or bodily dis-ease to be oi' comfort? The hardest 
of all letters to write is the message of sympathy, for any 
words with which we try to take the measure of an- 
other's anguish are feeble when pitted against the great 
fact of the sorrow' and the loss. The real value of such 
a communication lies in the sense it imparts that here 
is some one who would gladly take over the whole of our 
trouble if he could. None born of woman is so strong 
as never to need reinforcement or to require compassion. 
Those who seem adamantine and imperturbable are of- 
ten the ones who suffer for it most. 


It lives in the nature of every true woman to want 


to help; and this is an appetite that grows by what it 
feeds on. Countless women since August, 191-1, have 
.surprised themselves by labor for others that has left 
comparatively little room for all the foolish ways in 
which "society" kills time and gradually massacres its 
devotees. All that is done to help seems to leave more 
instead of leas to do. The product of the forces of iniquity 
balks larger and larger, and the effect against the loom- 
ing mass of it all sometimes seems as forlorn as Mrs. 
Partington's mop against the broad Atlantic. 
But a 


steadfast faith holds the toilers through night-in-day to- 
their set purpose. They must to their own selves bv* 
true. Their resolution holds like truth's own battle-line 
through all beclouding fluctuations. 


There is sometimes the pathos of devotion grandly 


wasted on a cause or on a person not worthy of a dower 
so magnificent. The espoused inferior ideal does not 
rise to the high level of the love that is lavished upon 
it and that clings, with blind eyes, refusing a release.
